Dcad-Roll So far as Known. 


BOSTO.V, Mass., March 15.—Tho recent ter- 


rible disaster at tho AY hi to Hivor bridgo, on 
tho Ccnti'jil \"f,Tinont rniiway, was parallolod 
Monrlay, and, iviLh tho c-xcopticn of th'j firo 
feature-, almost oxaclly dupltcntod fit Bussoy 
bridge, on tho Dedham branch of Iho Boston 
iS: Providence1 railway. 
AtT\"ln'to rivor four 


cars \voro tlirown £roni Lho track upon a 
brid^o seventy foot abovo a rivor, and went 
down with tho brid£0 to tho ico below, ro- 
suiting in tho death or thirty-two people and 
tho injury of nearly forty more. At Bussoy 
bridgo six cars wero tlirown from tho track 
upon a dry bridge forty foot abovo tho high- 
way, and with tho bridgo crashed dowr. into 
tho Ktrc-L'C, resulting in tho death of.—accord- 
Ing to latest reports—thirty-two people and 
tha wounding ol froul forty to sixty moro. 
At White rivor tho engine and two cars 
passed safoly over tho bridgo and their oc- 
cupants escaped as by a miracle. At Bussoy 
bridgo tho engine and three cars passed safoly 
ovor and their human freight oscapod with 
only a jar.

Botwoon tho Forest Hills and Rosoudalo sta 
tions, on tho Dodhain brnnch, South streo 
makes n gracoful carvo and passes undor tho 
railroad, which also curves at that point, 
Tho bridge crossed ovor tho highway d 
ally, at u height of forty foot and was 1,10 foot 
lonp, Tho point is upon tho border oC tho 
old Bassey farm, now tha property of Har 
vard collogo, and tho seat of iho ArnoU 
arboretum. At T o'clock Monday morning; 
tho workmgmon's train, con.sisting of an en- 
gine, eight passenger couches and a s 
car, 
loft Dodham for 
Boston.

s Iho engineer; Conductor Webster 


N. Drake, of Dedham, was in charge of. the 
train, and was assisted by Conductors Myron 
"W. Tildeu, of Dedham, and Air. Stubbs. 
Ircraediatoly behind tho Jocomotivo was a 
passongor car; following next sovon other 
ordinary day cars, most of them of tho old- 
fashioned type—two, at loast, witli cast iron 
stoves in tho middle of tho car—and tho roar 
was brought np by tho smoking car; nine 
Can* in all. About iW ptiOplo word on board, 
mostly workincmon and women, shop and 
storo girls, with lunch-bags in hand, chatting 
and laughing merrily, and a fow business 
men, Tho three forward cars wore moro 
donsoly crowded ttiau any of the others. 


At just 7; lo o'clock tho train rounded tho 


curve and passed upon tfio bridgo. Tho engine 
had just crossed tho lost abutment when 
Engineer "tt'hico felt a jar as if the tram had 
struck something. Hastily glancing back- 
ward out of his cab-window ho saw and 
hoard, as did the engineer of that fated Cen- 
tral Vermont train, tho roar cars nnd tho 
bridgo fulling with "n. crash into the abyss 
bolow. 
Tbo three cars Immediately follow- 


ing tho eugino had crossed tho bridge, but 
had been thrown from tho track. .Engineer 
White at onco uncoupled his engine, and 
putting on all Iho steam possible ruuilown 
to Forest Hills station. 
J. H. Launon, a fish 


dealer, was driving up from Forest Hills to- 
ward tho scono of thu disaster when the en- 
gine carny down tho track whistling wildly, 
Tho locomotive- slowed down at the Forest 
Hills crossing and Launon stooped his team, 
shouting to tho engineer, "What's tho mat- 
ter 7" 


"My train lias gonu through Tin bridge. 


Telegraph to Boston," was tho re ply, 


Lannon wont to Ibo station with tho mes- 


sage which was quickly flashed ovor the 
wires. Then ho hastened back to his team 
and drovo up to tho wrocl:, being tho first 
outsider to reach tho spot. Arriving at 
Forest Hills, tho engineor at onco rang in 
a firo-alarm, which summoned to thu sceno 
tho firo department of Roslindolo with a 
steamer and a hook and ladder truck from 
Jamaica Plain. 
Having thoroughly aroused 


tho surrounding communities 
and 
tele- 


graphed tho fact oC tho disaster to the ofll- 
cials, Engineer White- remounted his engine 
and ran, her back to tho wrack, whoro crowds 
wore already gathering. 


Tho first tlireo cars stood derailed as ho 


had lo't them. Tho noxt car was completely 
smashed—went to pieces in tho most extra- 
ordinary and inexplicable way. 
Its roof 


•wont over, tho body of it wont down the 
abyss, forty feet deep, and was hurled with 
such lorco against the masonry oC tho abut- 
raeni that; it was smashed into fragments. It 
was in this car, which boro tho brunt of tho 
shock, that tho greatest number of casualties 
took, place. Tho next car also dashed against; 
tbo abutment, passing partially underneath 
and partially through tho car in in advanca 
of it. Tho shock loft it very badly smashed, 
but enough of it was there to reveal tho old- 
fashioned cast-iron stove standing bolt up- 
right, untouched and intact. Still another 
followed this, and directly behind this car 
camo another old-fashioned one, which es- 
caped with less damage than any olhor that 
went through tho bridgo, a brokon central 
truss of tho structure serving tho purpose of 
ponuing it in au upright position. 
Then 


camo another car, whicli tho crash loft upon 
its side, thoroughly smashed, and at tho ead 
tho smoking car, which, by a most extra- 
ordinary wrench, was turned exactly bottom 
sido up and left lying upon its roof. 


la tho roadway uader tho bridge, then, in 


a space oC 150 foot between abutment and 
abutment, there wera ic an instant piled up 
tho debris ot six cars, interwoven, almost 
inextricably, with the trusses and girders of 
tho iron bridgo, and 
within nnd among 


which tho passengers wcrj held fast, Or 
writhing in distress, some oC them 
crushed 


almost boyond tho recognition of the human 
shape and one or two of them beheaded. To 
such as had tho power to move, tho means of 
extrication wore inado tbo easier by tho com- 
plotoness of the wreck, for tho sides and ends 
of the cars were nearly all sraashod out, 
leaving moro or less froo ogress. 


But in tho two cars which struck tho abut- 


ment the sceno was fearful. 
Tho wooden 


debris was piled up about one of tho stoves, 
and was on tho vevj point o£ sotting the 
wreck 0:1 fire when the earliest arrivals ac 
tho scono and those who had already &uc- 
coodod in extricating themselves unhurt, 
managed to drog tho stovo out through tho 
broken walls of tho car and deposit it upon 
tho roadway. 
^Yono of tho other stoves were 


smashed, for a wonder, sufllcontly to igiiito 
tho wreck with their burning contents, and 
tho work of 
extricating tho dead and 


wouuded began. Fortunately tho wreck oc- 
curred in a thickly settled suburban neigh- 
borhood, and soon there was amplo help ou 
hand—police, surgeons nnd citizens, whoso 
willing hands nnd intelligent uflortsfioon 
cleared tho wreck of its mangled and dead 
humanity.

was tho facL that; the homos o* tho dead and 
wounded woro noar and they were rapidly ' 
transported Uiitlic»r.

Wliun J, If, Lannoti, tho fish-dealer, who |

grnufiV uTfo romTiig' from alfpurts of l*uo 
awful huu p. liniiscd and wounded pcaplo 
were crawling out from all sides, Ho found 
nn arc and climbed upon tho third car, which 
Ifty in the tron»h, two others being bonoath 
it. 
Tlio cries of the injured cnme mostly 


from this car, he thought, and with thu as- 
aistancu o* two other mea ho soon removed 
from tho debris five men, threoof tbu:n dead, 
and ono woman, olive, 


Bv this timu tho firemen hfid arrived, and 


they, with tho uninjured from tho wreck, 
wero hard at work. In one ot tho forward 
cars and among the first passengers to be 
takoii out, was a young woman, whoso death 
—for sho was killod outright end terribly 
mutilated as well—was tho most shocking of 
any of tho passengers. This unfortunate 
woman was pinned dowa in the car with tho 
face jammed between tho sills and in a most 
shocking condition.

Urst removed, then tho mutilated ami nn- 
rQCO£niz:ib!o head, arirl finally tho urm. 
Then noar the stove, in each other's arms, 
wero two young women, both dead—evi- 
dently instantly killed—tuoir heads crushed 
almost boyond recognition. Horo again it 
required juckscrows, Icvors and saws to ex- 
tricate tho remains. 
Another woman lay 


cramped between two car seats, with life ex- 
tinct. Not a mark appeared upon her body 
to indicate how doath approached. Extended 
with arms pushed forward, as though en- 
deavoring to ward olf tho crashing timbers 
which foil about, but did not touch nor, sho 
lay there as calm as though in sleep. But 
the awful position in which tho body lay loft 
no doubt but that in tho upheaval o! tho 
overturning car tho woman bocamo wedded 
between tho seats and her young life slowly 
crept from tho frail body.

Tho majority o- tho passengers m tho cars 


which plunged to doatb woro wouitm, aU 
young, happy, hopeful creatures, whoso tiny 
satchels with carefully prepared lunches told 
pathetically, as no words possibly can, tho 
circumstances of thoir daily lives. 


In the smoker a Mr. Ronudy, aged 51), was 


playing cards with Ed Snow, Hurry (Jny 
and Oftlcer Laillcr. Every ono of his com- 
panions was killed outright and a faw mo- 
menta later Mr. Koundy

standing on tho soft, clayey mud of the 
Iloslindalo rood, hid clothing torn, the blood 
streaming from face and hoad, holding in hid 
hand the queen of diamonds, tho surviving 
relic besides himsolt of a game that will 
nover bo finished. Nelly Abraham was 
badly injured in many plnces about limbs 
and body, and all her front tooth knocked 
out and several of them were swallowed.

third car that fell Ho says there wero a 
great many Inji&s in his car, most oC thorn 
bains killed. 'Ho saw many women with 
their heads and necks cut and breasts badly 
mutilated. Eo says the women woro as bravo 
as :ho men, and them was littio loui crying, 
except by those who wore pinned down. 
An 


officer of tho polico saw tho head of a wo;n;ui 
pulled out, and breaking tho woodwork oC a 
ear with heels, stones, aud .anything they 
could lay ttieir hands on, in the absence of 
axes or other implements, tho workers finally 
succeeded in pulling out Lho body. In another 
instance tho body of a woman was pulled out 
of tho wreck minus one arm. Further investi- 
gation resulted in tho finding of the missing 
limb. Ho also saw the body of a man pulled 
out, minus both legs, nnd further search 
resulted in tbo discovery of tho logs.

Eoemed as if these members had b^on pulled 
from the body. 
Many scenes similar to 


thoao described above might bo pictured, 
Tho wrack was horrible iu iho oxtrcnie, and 
ono of Lho very worst in tho annals of rail- 
roading.

While thu pa op? a woro working to rescue 


thoso in tho wreck it was necessary in two 
cases to cut bodies of the dead in order to 
get them out, A singular incident was ob- 
served in tho case of one man who afrer get- 
ting out of the wreck walki-d quite a di** 
t«.iico toward Hoslindalo and than siifldanly 
foil dead. He did not scorn to bo externally 
injured and it is supi»scd that death was duo 
to internal injuries aggravated by oxcito- 
mont 


As fast as the victims woro brought out 


they wore lifted tenderly into tuams and car- 
ried to the Kofilindalo and Forest Hills sta- 
tions, most of tho dead to tho laLtar pla.ce. 
Thoso who lived in lioslhidalo and who were 
able to walk, a scorn or more, climbed pain- 
fully up tho em ban km on t, through mud and 
ico to the track, and tool: up their march for 
home, and this corps of blooding and maimed 
mon tramping wearily" into tho town wus 
about tho iirsD positive Information the good 
peoplo of Li&t placo had of tho extent of tho 
disaster. 


As -soon as tho nows of tho disaster 


reached Boston, tho railroad at once bogan 
running extra trains to Lho wreck, and yrub_ 
ably 73,000 peoplu visited tho scone, untl 
cartloads of splinters woro carried uwuy o.-t 
relics.

which trainmen havo noticed ia that it seem 
to neutralize tho effect of alcoholic stimulant 
Not of course, in every case, but in very 
many. Mauy times men havo boarded th< 
train with wobbling legs and head, so fai 
gone as to make it doubtful whether they 
sbould bo permitted to ride, but tbc employes 
Kfly that in nlno coses out of ten a ride, say 
from thn Battery to Fifty-ninth street, wil.
